WONDER DENTAL 
DISCOVERY OUT 


Credit Given Dr. Husband, of 
Toronto, for Method to 
Eliminate Tooth Trouble. 


TORONTO, Ont., Jan. 6—Elimina- 
tion of the danger of abscesses at the 
roots of the teeth. which ts responsible 
for a variety of ills, ranging from 
rheumatism to eye trouble, is expect- 
ed to be the result of research work 
which has heen carried out for five 
years at the University of Toronto, and 
which is only now revealed by an ar- 
ticle in the January number of the 
Domihion Dental Journal, written by 
a member of the research staff. 

Announcement of the result of the 
research work is now made to the 
dental profession at large after thor- 
ough testing. The new discevery con- 
sists of using copper amalgam as a 
permanent filling for the root canals 
of the tooth. This has been used be- 
fore as a filling for teeth, but until the 
research work at the university it was 
not known to have a permanent germ- 
icidal effect. Dr. F. C. Husband, a 
Toronto dentist, gets tne eredit for 
what is expected to be the greatest 
advance in dentistry in a hundred 
years. 

The discovery will be explained ina 
paper from the Toronto section to be 
read at the meeting of the Internation- 
al Association of Dental Research, 
which will be held at Chicago next 
March.

TIME FOR A NEW DEAL. 

It. is officially estimated that in the period 
from May 10th to Dee. 3ist, less than cight 
months the liquor branch of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment has made a profit of $1,134,144. These 
figures may be subject to alteration when the 
records have been checked up, but the guess is 
thought to be close to the mark. At that rate of 
going the net gains for the year would run to more 
than $1,700,000. Business for the past months may 
have been rather more brisk than will be usual 
because of the novelty of the system and the 
quenching of the thirst engendered in prohibition 
days. On the other hand the bootlegger is fairly 
busy, and in proportion as his activivies are cur- 
tuiled the trade of the department should expand 
and its profits increase. It seems a safe calcula 
tion that the Province will draw a million dollars 
per year, clear of all expenses, from the sale of 
liquor and the issuing of licenses to private sellers. 

That being the case, the Government can very 
well afford to cease exploiting those sources of 
revenue which ought in fairness be left to the 
municipal councils. The direct tax on property, 
disguised under the name of the Supplementary 
Revenue Tax, ought to be abolished. The muni 
cipalities should be given the proceeds from the 
tax on amusements, less the cost of maintaining 
the board of ceusors and any other expenses which 
the Government has to incur in the regulation of 
sports and entertainments. They should also be 
given a generous share of the fees collected for 
automobile licenses, and of the tax collected on 
the sale of gasolene. These are means of raising 
revenue which should never have been appropri- 
ated by the Province. The municipalities desper- 
ately need the money. The Government has jus- 
tified the grabbing of these sources on the ground 
that it also needed money. That argument will 
no longer avail. With a million dollars per year 
of ‘‘found money” pouring into the provincial 
treasury the Government ean well afford to turn 
over these taxation powers to the local authori- 
ties and thus make possible the lightening of the 
load which the municipal taxpayers are carrying. 


KEEPING THE DOOR OPEN. 

Under the treaty uf Germany was re- 
quired to give to all Allied countries the benefit 
of the “‘most favored nation’’ clauses in its tariff 
laws. That is to say, the produets of these coun- 
tries were to be admitted to Germany at the same 
rete of duty, and that the lowest rate accorded to 
any country. The period covered by this provision 
expires at the end of the present week. There- 
after Germany may collect what rates it can upon 
goods from any or all of the Allied countries, un- 
less separate trade treaties are negotiated in the 
meantime. britain has already made such a treaty 
with Germany and has also reserved to the Domin- 
in the right to share the advantages if they wish. 
Canada is said to be the only dominion as yet to 
siart negotiations: whether with a view to shar- 
ing in the treaty arrangements made by Britain 
or of framing a different agreement is not stated. 

There is amount of enthusiasm in 
Canada for the idea of helping Gerniany by buy- 
ing its goods, especially such kinds as are manu 
factured at home or can be bought from other 
Allied couniries. If that were the only side to 
the case Ottawa would not be angling for a trade 
treaty with Berlin. The other, and more import- 
ant consideration, is the continuance of the op- 
portunity of selling Canadian products in Ger- 
twrany. The Canadian farmer needs the widest 
market he can get for his products. Germany will 
have to pay fer what it buys with what it sells. 
Very largely German imports of farm products 
will come from countries whieh accept German 
goods in return, As other Allied countries which 
are exporters of farm products are negotiating, or 
have already negotiated trade treaties with Ber-

lin, we could hardly hope to sell our products 
there in any quautity unless we also secured 
equally low rates of admission. Provided too 


heavy a price is not paid, in the way of low rates 
on German goods coming into Canada, it is desir- 
able that Canadian products should be admitted 
to Germany on the same footing as those of other 
countries. . The present negotiations are not by 
way of seeking special favors from Berlin, but of 
keeping Canada ona par with its competitors in 
the matter of selling its surplus products in that 
great industrial market. 
A PASSING PHASE. 

As usually occurs when.a cold winter strikes 
the West, « lively controversy has arisen as to 
the amount of cruelty involved in allowing stock 
to run out doors. The Saskatoon Star takes the 
ground that it does not matter whether the an- 
imals suffer or not so long ws it pays better to 
leave them out than to provides sheltor. Not very 
many will take that heartless view of the matter. 
But what cannot be forgotten is that the majority 
of prairie farmers are not in position to provide 
shelter for the stock they require to make a living, 
while in the ranching country that is obviously 
impossible. A good many people argue that « 
steer does not mind the cold. Thet hardly ae- 
cords with the obvious facts. Frozen ears and tails 
Lespeak suffering, and these are by no means 
uncommon. The difficulty is that the farmer in 
most cases is not master of the situation, at least 
on the prairies, where there are no trees and im- 

orted material costs money. There the situation 
s that stock must winter oul or very little can be 
kept. 

Whatever happens in the range country, the 
practice of turning stock out to ‘‘rustle’’ through 
the winter is a phase of pioneer farming which 
will disappear alike on the open prairie and in 
this part of Alberta as times passes. It will dis- 
appear for the reason that the practice does not 

except in pioneer conditions, When land 
inerease «nd it becomes necessary to pro- 

duce the maximum number of cattle on a quarter 
section, and to get them to market in the short- 
est time and the best condition possible, stables 
end eheds will become a necessity of the business. 


The ranching policy of turning stock out to run 
at large winter and summer is only praticable 
where there is wild land for them to graze on; 
land that is not required for cropping in the sum 
mer. Under that system it takes too much land 
to support one steer for the practice to be pro- 
fitable where a farmer has his entire holdirg 
under cultivation or can bring it into use. A more 
intensive method has to be employed in such cir- 
cumstances. As wild land is plowed up stables 
and sheds—and silos-——will multiply ; for the reason 
that that is the only way stock-raising can be 
made to pay when the value of land is based on 
its maximum productive capacity. 


COUNTING THE CHICKENS, ETC. 


The Allies are disputing over the division of 
the prospective proceeds from the Dawes settle 
ment plan. The United States wants to share in 
the returns in satisfaction of what Europe owes 
it. Britain objects that, as the United States madé@ 
a separate treaty with Germany, it is not entitled 
to money collected for the explicit purpose of 
satisfying reparations claims presented by joint. 
agtion of the Allied powers. France is backing 
Washington's claim, though somewhat curiously 
insisting that its own share of tho proceeds*shall 
not be cut down. Back of the cleavage of course 
lies the fact that Britain is paying the debts of 
Europe to the United States while it has not as 
yet received a penny either of interest or prin 
cipal from the continental Allies whom it financed 
through the war. Having backed the notes of 
these countries Britain is obligingly paying, while 
the signers are quite contentedly allowing it to 
do so. In such cireumstances Britain naturally 
needs all that it can get out of Germany through 
the Dawes plan 

It is to-be hoped that the delegates who ars 
gathered at Paris to discuss the knotty problem 
will not forget the essential fact that the subject 
of controversy is the division of money they have 
not yet laid hands on. How the Dawes plan will 
work out only the future can show. Tt will be 
time enough to divide up the ‘‘spoils’’ when there 
are spoils to divide. It is well, of course, to know 
beforehand how the dividing is to be done, but it 
will not be well if the Allies fall to bickering over 
the point and reproduce the situation which ex 
isted when Lloyd George and Poincare were 
hurling oratorical broadsides at each other to the 
infinite satisfaction of Berlin. Germany is not 
yearning to pay now any more than it ever was. 
It is quite as ready as ever to take advantage of a 
fall out among its ‘‘enemies,”’ and to do what it 
may to bring about a state of disagreement among 
them. It is not to be forgotten that there is noe 
strong Government in Germany now, such as 
could be depended upon to hold a steady course 
The present Ministry is only kept. in power by 
autocratic action of the President. Nobody knows 
what another general election would bring about 
beyond the fact that it would probably he & worse 
state of confusion. If the Allies ge: two enthusi 
astic in their debate as to how they will ‘split’?

BRITISH FARMERS OBJECT 
Toronto Glebe 


Competition from any quarter is competition never- 
theless, and British farmers no more weicome it from 
the Dominions than from foreign lands. The National 
Farmers’ Union of Great Britain is in arms against the 
proposal of the Baldwin Government to spend £1,.000,- 
000 a year to facilitate the imports of wheat, meat and 
fruit from British countries. President Ryland of the 
Union telis a rural meeting at Worcester that it would 
be “monstrously unfair if the State, being unwilling to 
heip the British farmers. was going to help the people 
in the oversess Domintons to heat down prices in 
Great Britain.” In Canada manufacturers who feel 
the pinch of British competition would take the same 
attitude if it were proposed to make further reductions 
tn the tariff on Miritish goods. These difficulties are 
inherent in any system of preferential trade, but are 
conveniently overlogked by those who talk spaciousiy 
of binding the Empire together by fiscal ties. 


RISKS AT RAILWAY CROSSINGS 
Winnipeg Tribune 


The Canadian Board of Ra‘‘way Commissioners is 
doing well in drawing attention to the foolish risks that 
people will take at railway crossings, in eplie of the 
many warnings that they receive In the mwreat ma- 
jority of cases, the Board asserts, accidenta where 
highways and railways cross one another are due to the 
vehicles, and of pedestrians. That the ratlwavs cannot 
be held entirely responsible for the accidents that eceur 
negligence of those driving automohlies and other 
is proved by the fact that a largé number of accidents 
occur at protected crossings, where all reasonable 
measures have been taken to make them eafe 

Figures published by the Railway Commissioners 
show that during the fifty weeks ending Saptember 
RO, 1924, there were 564 accidents at railway crossings 
on the Canadian Pacific jines. and that during the seven 
months ending October 81. last, 49 accidents occurred 
on Canadian Nationa! Raliway crossings, all of which 
were due @ntirely to the negligence of those using the 
crossings. 

The Board has published these tables, giving details 
as to the causes of the accidents, in the hope of im- 
pressing motor drivers and others, All the 608 cases 
on the two rallwaye mentioned, and many cases on 
other lines as well, were caused, it is onserted, by Als- 
regard of signais, by driving icc fast, or by other forma 
of carelessness.

3-5, made last 
year, while, at the mile, Nurmi's time 
of 4:13 3-5 clipped <« _ full second 
from the old mark Ray established in 
1819. Nurmi concluded his unpre- 
cedented sweep when he broke the 
tape in the 6,000 metres in 14:44 3-5, 


which bettered by ten seconds the 
record Ray hung up in 1923. On his 
way to this mark, however, Nurmi 
failed by three seconds to equal the 
three mile record which Ritola set 
in 1928 at 14:15 4-65. 

Nurmi’s astonishing feat, in which 
he removed any last iUngering doubt 
of his ability to flash under any con- 
@itions and at all times the marvel- 
lous speed he showed in winning four 
Olympic triurmps six moths ago, was 
the climax to the Finnish-American 
A.C, track and field carnival in which 
seven world's performances altoge- 
ther were hung up. 

Loren Murchison, sprinting star of 
the Newark A.C., shared a large por- 
tion of the night's Jaurels, when he 
sped to new world’s sprint marks at 
60 metres, 220 yards and 250 metres, 
while Alan Helffrich, Penn State 
filer, accounted for the seventh 
world’s record when he established 
a new mark for the 500 metres. 

Cyril Coaffee, Canadian Olympic 
star, running under the colors of the 
Illinois A.C., was third in the fifty 
metre dash. Phil Granville, of the 
Hamilton Ont, Y.M.C.A., was sec- 
ond in the two mile walk.

Increases for Imperial pensioners 
drawing their pensions before the 
Great War are made, according to in- 
formation forwarded to Secretary 
Carter of the Great War Veterans’ 
Association. ‘The rates are increased 
from 40 to 50 1-s per cent for those 
pensions not exceeding 2100 per an- 
num, and from 50 to 70 per cent on 
those not exceeding £26 per annum. 

The increases will date back from 
July 1, 1923, and will apply to all 
pensioners in Canada and other parts 
of the world, whereas the Pensions 
(increase) Act of 1920 discriminated 
against those living outside of the Bri- 
fish Isles.
